Tlie 62 first nuniber in tliisaise does not b^t the second number is the file 
number vriLtliin that file classification or thoVssassination. The third number is the 
serial numbin’ within that file. And you cannot always make a good guess of tho date by 
the |4rial number. They are assigned by the file clerks on filing and it may be montlis 
before any given I'ocord may reach them. 

One liability is that no writer can uso your/number as a citation bj/t the 
FBI’s are forever. Tho headquarters and fi^d offices use tlio same filing system and 
codes bjfft not tlic same file or serial numbers. 

That you have Alex Rosen working for you is a bles;5ing. First of all if you 
have her do any Spai’row searches she should have an obit. I would appreciate one, too. 

She can run liis name througli the new computer system and come up witli every redord that 
has been disclosed, by any agency. I suspect the CIA will hang tough claiming confi- 
dential source but viith the obit they cannot claim the rigl!)" to withhold personal info.
